INITIATIVE MEASURE TO BE SUBMITTED DIRECTLY TO THE VOTERS 

The County Counsel has prepared the following title and summary of the chief purpose and points of the proposed 
measure: 

LOS ANGELES COUNTY DEPARTMENT OF MUSEUM OF ART ORDINANCE 

• The purpose of this proposed measure is to enact an ordinance amending Title 2, Chapter 2.92, of the Los Ange¬ 
les County (“County”) Code related to the Los Angeles County Museum of Art (“LACMA”). 

• The measure proposes adding section 2.92.050, entitled Public Representation, which modifies LACMA’s board 
of trustees (“Board”) composition by requiring: 

O the Board to have between twenty and thirty percent public representatives; and 

O the public representatives include the County Supervisor for the Third District, the Councilmember of Los 
Angeles City Council District Four, and the self-nominated County residents, unrelated to Board members 
and selected by Save LACMA. 

• The measure proposes adding section 2.92.060, entitles Request For And Use Of County Funds, limiting any re¬ 
quest by LACMA for County funding to a maximum of twenty percent of the total estimated and actual cost for 
all current and future construction projects and prevents the County from providing funding beyond twenty 
percent of the cost of such projects. 

• The measure proposes adding section 2.92.070, entitled Design Review and Approval Process, which requires 
LACMA to engage the public on projects on the LACMA campus by: 

O inviting the professional design members of the public to submit proposals through an open design compe¬ 
tition; 

O reviewing the submitted designs by the LACMA director, Board, and their appointed design professionals; 
and 

O selecting winning deigns by a majority vote of LACMA’s Board. 

• The measure proposes adding section 2.92.080, entitled Prohibition of Sale or Collateralization of Art, which: 

O prohibits LACMA, or its representatives, from selling, or using as collateral, any artwork owned by the 
museum through donation or by purchase; and 

O makes any debt incurred to any outside organization due to actions of the LACMA director or Board their 
responsibility. 

• The measure proposes adding section 2.92,090, entitled Administration and Enforcement, which requires the 
County Chief Executive Officer (“CEO”) and the County Board of Supervisors (“BOS”) to: 

O enforce this chapter by promulgating rules, regulations, and procedures to administer and enforce this 
chapter, including the formulation and implementation of penalties to LACMA, its director, and the Board; 
O annually audit the income and expenses of the LACMA director and Board to verify all revenues were ex¬ 
pended lawfully; 

O permit the CEO and BOS, after concurrence by the County Counsel, to add administrative rules and regu¬ 
lations; and 

O reasonably audit and examine all books and records of LACMA. 

• The measure proposes that if another measure appears on the ballot addressing this subject, it shall be deemed 
to be in conflict with this ordinance, and if this measure receives more affirmative votes, it shall entirely prevail 
over many competing measure, which will be null and void. 

• The measure proposes that the ordinance shall not be amended or repealed by the County expect where express¬ 
ly provided in the ordinance. 

• The measure proposes that if any provision or part of the measure is found invalid or unenforceable, the invalid¬ 
ity shall not affect the application of the remaining provisions.

The proposed initiative reads as follows: 
SECTION 1. Title. 


The Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the Los Angeles County Museum of Art (LACMA) “Save LACMA” Ordinance. 

SECTION 2. Purposes and Intent. 

In enacting this Ordinance the People of the County of Los Angeles (hereinafter, the “County”) seek to implement the Los Angeles County Museum of Art (LACMA), 
hereby known as the “museum”, “Save LACMA” ordinance by: 

A. Allowing members of the public, who are not donors of or related to the Los Angeles County Museum of Art’s (aka LACMA), herby known as “the 
museum”, private board of trustees (aka “Museum Associates”), to serve on the Board. These representatives would include the Los Angeles County 
Board Supervisor of District Three(3), where LACMA is physically located, the Councilmember of Los Angeles City Council’s District Four (4) and 
self-nominated individuals who would be selected by the 501(c) (3) nonprofit organization Save LACMA. In total, these public representatives would 
amount to no less than twenty percent (20%) and no more than thirty percent (30%) of the total of the museum’s board of trustees representation; and 

B. Limiting the amount of county funds to only twenty percent (20%) of the total estimated and real cost(s) for any and all of the museum’s present and 
future building construction projects including, but not limited to, any renovation, demolition or addition(s) to the museum’s existing and future cam¬ 
pus; and 

C. Engaging the public to be involved in any and all projects that involve any modifications and/or additions to the museum’s campus by inviting the 
public involved in the professional design fields to submit in an open design competition, in a review and approval process of submitted proposals 
overseen by the museum’s board of trustees and outside public and design professionals appointed at the discretion, and the selection of the designs by 
a majority vote of the museum’s board of trustees; and 

D. Prohibiting the sale and/or the using as collateral of any and all artwork - including, but not limited to, paintings, sculptures, drawings, prints, ceram¬ 
ics, costumes, furniture, etc. - that is owned by the museum by donation to and/or purchase for any and all projects including, but not limited to, con¬ 
struction or campus improvement and/or any and all debt that the museum may incur to any and all outside organizations including, but not limited to, 
financial institutions and/or any and all other incorporated or unincorporated institutions or individuals which the museum has become indebted to. 

SECTION 3. Chapter 2.92 of the Los Angeles County Municipal Code is amended by adding the following: 

2.92.050 - Public Representation 

A. Board composition The museum’s board of trustees (aka “Museum Associates”), herein known as “the board”, will allow and include public represen¬ 
tative, including the Los Angeles County Board Supervisor of District Three (3), the Councilmember of Los Angeles City Council’s District Four (4) 
and multiple, self-nominated individuals residing in the County of Los Angeles who are not related, in any way, to members of the museum’s board 
and who would be selected by the 501(c) (3) nonprofit organization Save LACMA. 

B. Board population Public representatives would amount to no less than twenty percent (20%) and no more than thirty percent (30%) of the total of the 
board’s population. 

2.92.060 - Request For And Use Of County Funds 

A. The museum can request only a maximum of twenty percent (20%) of funding from the county of the total estimated and real cost(s) for any and all of the muse¬ 
um’s present and future building construction projects including, but not limited to, any renovation, demolition or addition(s) to the museum’s existing and fu¬ 
ture campus. 

B. The county can provide only a maximum of twenty percent (20%) of funding from the county of the total estimated and real cost(s) for any and all of the muse¬ 
um’s present and future building construction projects including, but not limited to, any renovation, demolition or addition(s) to the museum’s existing and fu¬ 
ture campus. 

2.92.070 - Design Review and Approval Process 

A. The museum will engage the public with any and all projects that involve any modifications and/or additions to the museum’s campus by the following acts: 

i. The public involved in the professional design fields will be invited to submit proposals in an open design competition. 

ii. The submitted designs will be reviewed by the museum director, museum board of trustees and design professionals appointed at the discretion of the 
museum director and the board. 

iii. The winning design(s) will be selected by a majority vote of the museum’s board. 

2.92.080 - Prohibition of Sale or Collateralization of Art 

A. At no time will the museum, or any representative thereof, be allowed to sell any and all artwork - including, but not limited to, paintings, sculptures, drawings, 
prints, ceramics, costumes, furniture, etc. - that is owned by the museum via donation to and/or purchase. 

B. At no time will the museum, or any representative thereof, be allowed to use as collateral any and all artwork - including, but not limited to, paintings, sculptures, 
drawings, prints, ceramics, costumes, furniture, etc. - that is owned by the museum via donation to and/or purchase. 

C. Any and all indebtedness to any and all outside organizations - including, but not limited to, financial institutions and/or any and all other incorporated or unin¬ 
corporated institutions or individuals which the museum has become indebted to - that the museum has incurred due to the actions of the museum’s director and/ 
or the museum’s board would be considered the responsibility of the museum’s director and/or the museum’s board. 

2.92.090 - Administration and Enforcement 

A. It shall be the duty of the County of Los Angeles Chief Executive Officer, hereby known as the “County CEO”, in cooperation and conjunction with the Los Ange¬ 
les County Board of Supervisors, hereby known as the “Supervisors” to administer and enforce each and all the provisions of this Chapter. 

1. The County CEO and the Supervisors shall promulgate rules, regulations, and procedures to implement and administer this Chapter to ensure the efficient 
and timely administration and enforcement of the provisions of this Chapter, including without limitation, the formulation and implementation of penalties, 
financial or otherwise, to the museum, its director and the museum’s board of trustees. 

2. The County CEO and the Supervisors or their designee(s) shall annually audit the income and expenses of the museum by the museum’s director and the 
board of trustees to verify that all museum revenues have been properly expended in accordance with the law. 

B. For purposes of administration and enforcement of this Chapter, the County CEO and the Supervisors, with the concurrence of the County Counsel, may from time 
to time promulgate additional administrative rules and regulations as approved by the Supervisors. 

C. The County CEO and the Supervisors shall have the power to reasonably audit and examine all books and records of the museum. 

SECTION 4. Competing Measures. 

In the event that another measure or measures relating to the amending of Chapter 2.92 to the Los Angeles County Municipal Code in the County of Los Angeles ap¬ 
pears on the same ballot as this Ordinance, the provisions of the other measure or measures shall be deemed to be in conflict with this Ordinance. In the event that this 
Ordinance shall receive a greater number of affirmative votes than the other measure or measures, the provisions of this Ordinance shall prevail in their entirety over all 
provisions of the competing measure or measures, and the competing measure or measures shall be null and void. 

SECTION 5. Amendment and Repeal. 

As an ordinance submitted to the voters of the County of Los Angeles, sections, subsections, subdivisions, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, or phrases of this Ordinance 
shall not be amended or repealed by the County of Los Angeles except where expressly provided in this Ordinance. 

SECTION 6. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage. 

SECTION 7. Severability. 

If any section, subsection, subdivision, paragraph, sentence, clause, or phrase of this Ordinance is for any reason held to be invalid or unenforceable, such invalidity or 
unenforceability shall not affect the validity or enforceability of the remaining sections, subsections, subdivisions, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, or phrases of this 
article. The voters of the County of Los Angeles declare that they would have independently adopted each section, subsection, subdivision, paragraph, sentence, clause, 
or phrase of this Ordinance irrespective of the fact that any one or more other sections, subsections, subdivisions, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, or phrases of this arti¬ 
cle is declared invalid or unenforceable.
